1. Senator James E. Murray 
of Montana returned to Wash- 
ington to lead the fight for an 
MVA in the opening rounds of 
a legislative battle in the Senate 
next week. 

2. President Roosevelt con- 
ferred with David E. Lilienthal, 
chairman of the Tennessee Val- 
ley Authority, and got from him 
an up-to-date report on the 
achievements of the TVA and on 
the widespread innterest which 
has developed as to the pro- 
posed MVA. : 
In an interview with the ant 
Dispatch correspondent Senator 


Murray, author of an MVA Dill, 
said his first objective was to pre- 
vent passage at this session of 
any legislation prejudical to the 
MVA, and next to have ready for 


immediate introduction in the next) 


Congress a revised and strength- 
ened draft of his MVA bill. 


Senator Murray, after having 


spent the last few months in Mon-| 
tana and other states of the Mis-' 


souri Valley, was enthusiastic 
about the prospects of getting an 
MVA measure through the next 
Congress. He was equally en- 
thusiastic over the outlook for eco- 
momic progress throughout the 
vast drainage basin which he felt 
certain would follow establishment 
of a comprehensive, unified pro- 
gram for control and utilization 
of the waters of the river system 
and development of the valley’s 
natural resources.

Senator Murray’s 
view is that if the flood control

WHILE DEMOCRATS 
SWEEP MISSOURI 


Wins as G. O. P. Senator 
as He Did Governor- 
ship in 40 — Official 
Count Nearly Complete. 


Forrest C. Donnell of Webster 
Groves, the Republican lawyer 
who was elected Governor by 3613 
votes four years ago while Demo- 
crats swept Missouri for all other 
gtate offices, has been elected 
United States Senator by a plural- 
ity of about 2100 in the face of 
another Democratic victory in the 
other contests. 

This was made certain yester- 
day, 11 days after the Nov. 7 elec- 
tion, by compilation of the official 
canvass results from virtually all 
the counties, plus the unofficial 
figures from the rest. There is no 
reason to look for any material 
change in the final substitution of 
official figures for unofficial. 

Donnell’s plurality over the Dem- 
ocratic nominee, Attorney General 
Roy McKittrick, on the basis of 
the vote counted up to last night, 
was 1966.

A criminal information charg- 
ing Harry Levy, former salesman

Maintenance Workers 
Out, 1300 Operators 
Vote Walkout, Despite 
Referral to WLB. 


COLUMBUS, O., Nov. 18 (AP).— 
A strike of union telephone opera- 
tors spread into industrial North- 
east Ohio tonight, despite referral 
of the case to the National War 
Labor Board and a back-to-work 
appeal issued by President Ran- 
dolph Eide of the Ohio Bell Tele- 
phone Co. 

The two-day strike of operators 
was joined by maintenance men, 
equipment installers and construc- 
tion workers as 850 plant men left 
their joms in the Cleveland area, 
Ohio Federation of Telephone 
Workers officers also reported 
1300 Cleveland operators had voted 
to quit immediately in support of 
the strike, which started Friday at 
Dayton. 

The 225 members of the Can- 
ton local, which includes operators 
in Canton, Mansfield, Alliance and 
Massillon, also walked out tonight. 

Communications in 20 other 
cities, including. Columbus and 
Dayton, already were crippled by 
the walkout. 

Miss Jeanette Reedy, president 
of the union’s southwestern divi- 
sion, said the walkout was a pro- 
test against the company’s impor- 
tation af out-of-town operators in- 
to Dayton on a salary-plus ex- 
pense account arrangement. 

Eide said the practice was 
started about two and a half years 
ago “‘to take care of the unprece- 
dented volume of telephone traf- 
fic occasioned by the war at this 
vital war center, and to assure 
adequate service at Wright and 
Patterson Fields, of the Army Air 
Forces.” 

“The company felt 
still feels,” he asserted, “that it 
is only fair to compensate these 
people reasonably for their added 
expenkes, such as board, lodging 
and laundry.” 

Company spokesmen 
out-of-town girls received about 
$18 per week for expenses, and 
that the prevailing wage scale in 
Dayton averaged $27 a week.

BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 18 (AP) 
—Navy's powerful Middiés tuned 
up for that all-important Dec, 2 
date with unbeaten Army today 
by pounding out a five-touchdown 
tattoo, against Purdue, beating the 
Boilermakers 32 to 0 before about 
35,000 in Municipal Stadium.

A Farmer’s View 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The observations and analysis of the 
recent election by a farmer may not be 
of any importance, but I would like to 
add my opinions to the many others. 

The results show that voters are bet- 
ter educated and are making an honest 
effort to separate the grain from the 
chaff. This seems especially true of our 
younger generation and our women, who 
seem to take more active interest in 
good government than the men. 

I see in the heavier Republican pop- 
ular vote not approval of the party, but 
disapproval of the fourth term, even in 
wartime. The liberals of both parties, 
the independents and labor voted Dém- 
ocratic, especially for the top of the 
ticket. The congressional and sena- 
torial votes seem to indicate a definite 
trend toward greater liberalism. 

The Republican party with the Old 
Guardjat the helm is out, and unless 
the Republicans can produce a more 
liberal program of their own, and under 
new management, they will cease to be 
the second party. 

The campaign just past proved that 
“it's time for a change,” “me too,” “tired 
old men,” “bungling administration,” etc, 
do not get votes. Candidates must be 
truthful and discuss the important issues 
fully and to the point.

No Shotgun Wedding 


Legislation dealing with the Missouri River 
will come to a test in the United States Senate 
this week in a framework of events in which 
the idea of one big plan for one big river, 
through an MVA, is daily increasing in stature. 

As MVA, growing in the minds and aspira- 
tions of the valley’s people and the nation’s 
law-makers, begins to overshadow all lesser 
plans, the sponsors of the Army-Reclamation 
compromise have grown desperate, and mean to 
try to choke their legislation down the throat of 
a Senate which would have no accurate concep- 
tion of what it was swallowing. 

We said last Sunday that we unalterably op- 
pose the incomplete, wasteful, jerry-built com- 
promise which the Army Engineers and the 
Reclamation Bureau have hastily agreed upon 
out of cold fear of an infinitely better way of do- 
ing the job—MVA. We repeat that determination 
now, These two bureaus, historically hostile, 
were not even willing to sit down together and 
talk things over until MVA was proposed. There 
is no reason to believe they would work together 
any better in the long years to come if the possi- 
bility of MVA were forever removed and the 
future of the Missouri Valley were entrusted to 
their dual care. 

The questionable compromise which the Army 
Engineers and the Reclamation Bureau propose 
was branded yesterday by James G. Patton, 
president of the National Farmers’ Union, as a 
“shameless shotgun wedding.” Mr. Patton 
pointed out, as did the Post-Dispatch in a recent 
editorial, that in the compromise plan the Recla- 
mation Bureau agrees to two Army Engineer 
dams which it had said five months ago were un- 
necessary and not worth the money it would cost 
to build them—a cost which the engineers esti- 
mate at $145,000,000. 

“Apparently,” Mr. Patton declared, “there is 
no price the Bureau of Reclamation is unwilling 
to pay to thwart a unified development of the 
river and maintain its own power, provided the 
money comes from the taxpayers’ pockets.” 

As the insufficiency of this compromise plan, 
and the tawdriness of the methods by which it 
has been pieced together, become understood, 
there is becoming understood also the salient 
fact that the only method of development which 
is big enough for this big river and this big val- 
ley of ours, stretching from Montana to Mis- 
souri and from Colorado to North Dakota, is 
MVA. 

Yesterday a momentous méeting took place at 
the White House, between President Roosevelt, 
whose administration gave the nation TVA in 
1933, and David E. Lilienthal, chairman of the 
board of directors of TVA, who made it come 
true. . 

Tomorrow, Representative Overton of Louisi- 
ana, chairman of the Senate Commerce subcome- 
mittee in charge of the flood-control and rivers- 
and-harbors bills, plans to bring up this legisla- 
tion, to substitute the compromise plan for the 
Army Engineers’ plan, and to press for its 
adoption. 

Tomorrow also, President Roosevelt is to re- 
ceive leaders of Congress for a deskside chat 
about legislation to be considered in this lame- 
duck session. We hope he will tell them exactly 
what he told Mr. Lilienthal yesterday—that he 
is for MVA and that he urges upon them the en- 
actment of an MVA bill. 

Tomorrow, and this week, and in the coming 
few months at Washington, the fate of the Mis- 
souri Valley, the future of one-sixth of the na- 
tion, the destiny of six and one-half million 
people, will be decided. ! 

If the Army Engineers and the Reclamation 
Bureau had their way, the Missouri Valley would 
be pulled and hauled between two rival agen- 
cies of the Federal Government, its natural re- 
sources would be subjected to such cynical 
trades as the Reclamation Bureau's acceptance 
of $145,000,000 in works which it had branded 
virtually worthless, and Missouri Valley develop- 
ment would remain incomplete, the possibilities 
of our region lost in wrangling. 

MVA offers the Missouri Valley a future the 
brightness of which all can see, on a smaller 
scale, in the Tennessee Valley. There the build- 
ing and guiding hand is one agency, big enough 
in its interests and big enough in its powers to 
do all the jobs that need to be done. The re- 
sults speak for themselves, and they have spoken 
to a whole wondering, admiring world that has 
come to hear, and to see. Its green, rich slopes, 
its blue river, its harnessed waters, tell us how 
green shall be our valley, also. 
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On Wartime Ostentation 

If ostentation is in bad taste at any time, 
it becomes something worse when hosts of peo- 
ple are suffering. Silk shirts on factory work- 
ers came to be a tremendous grievance in the 
minds of the men who fought World War I, Un- 
til very recently, we have largely avoided such 
unseemly displays this time. 

Now, however, comes a variety of expensive 
luxuries among which hand-painted neckties at 
$100 each are only the stand-out emblem of the 
moment. In simple deference to the feelings 
of soldiers, their wives and children living in 
miserable quarters on tiny allowances, and in- 
deed all the people who are trying to live sim- 
ply and lend their savings to the Government, 
a large-scale spontaneous boycott of such mer- 
chandise is called for. 
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Where Was Sewell Avery? 


When the Montgomery Ward case was raging 
last spring in all its fury, it seemed a made-to- 
order issue for the Republican party in the fall 
campaign. Even supporters of the administra- 
tion were dubious about the matter, and of 
course those pictures of Sewell Avery, company 
president, being carried out of his office by 
soldiers seemed perfect political ammunition 
for the opposition party. 

Yet not a word about this case was heard in 
the campaign. Why did the G. O. P. pass it 
up? The explanation hasn’t been given, but a 
Supreme Court action last week gives a possible 
clew. Ruling on a Montgomery Ward plea for 
a review of its suit seeking to enjoin the War 
Labor Board from “exceeding its statutory juris- 
diction” in its orders, the court denied the peti- 
tion. 

Isn't it possible that the legal talent available 
to the Republican leadership advised that the 
WLB would be upheld in this controversy? Isn’t 
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it also possible that the Republican leadership 
declined to present an argument which a court 
decision at any moment might convert into a 
boomerang? 

Until Chairman Brownell discusses his party’s 
strategy as frankly as Chairman Hannegan has 
discussed that of the Democrats, the public will 
just have to go on wondering why Sewell Avery 
didn’t become a rival of Sidney Hillman for the 
campaign spotlight.

Mr. Moulton’s Encouraging Words 

It is a pleasant charter that Harold G. Moulton, 
head of the Brookings Institution, gave private 
enterprise in his speech before the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce. Business, he said, has 
earned new laurels by its magnificent job in war 
production. That is entirely true. If business 
has operated under simplified economic rules 
and rather unaccustomed regimentation made 
necessary by the war—if, in short, it has oper- 
ated as part of a team rather than in its own 
free right—it has still scored great triumphs of 
management, technical ingenuity and _= sheer 
energy. 

Consequently, business will have its inning. 
That is shown, said Mr. Moulton, by the general 
disposition to relieve taxation that discourages 
risk-taking, by Congress’ provision for orderly 
means of surplus disposal and contract ter- 
mination, and by recent WPB utterances. And, 
as he might have added, it was emphasized by 
Gov. Dewey and winning Candidate Roosevelt 
during the campaign. 

As Mr. Moulton continued, however, it is a 
charter and not a free ticket on a gravy train. 
After the other war, business lost a long inning 
by failing to keep purchasing power abreast of 
ability to produce. During the period when 
people are catching up on automobiles, radios, 
refrigerators and other things after this war, 
he says, “it is of the utmost importance... 
that business men, noting that purchasing power 
is abundant, should not follow the short-sighted 
policy of raising prices in order to take ad- 
vantage of an easy market situation.” Instead, 
“the industrial price policy should rather be to 
sell at the lowest possible prices as the only road 
to enduring prosperity.” 

Let us hope Mr. Moulton is right in the tacit 
assumption that this excellent doctrine will be 
widely enough heeded. Yet there are continued 
disturbing announcements that some important 
industries are thinking of prices materially 
higher than those before the war. If any con- 
siderable segment of industry adopts such a 
policy, the rest will almost be forced to follow 
suit. 

So Mr. Moulton does not succeed in disposing 
of the possibility that price controls may need to 
continue until supplies catch up with wants, 
though he does give good counsel to those who 
accept the necessity too easily, by pointing out 
that wages must be controlled as long as prices 
are. The Government should be in readiness 
to decide either way when the time comes. If 
enough of business will live by the new charter, 
continued tight regulation will become unneces- 
sary. So it’s up to business. 
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Expanded Social Security 

Among the important issues to be determined 
by the next Congress is the broadening of the 
social security structure. Senator Wagner in- 
sists that its enlargement is a “‘vital necessity,” 
and his arguments are outlined in the Mirror 
of Public Opinion on this page today. 

The postwar security program President Mur- 
ray laid before the CIO last week likewise calls 
for the enactment of a “perfected” Wagner-Mur- 
ray-Dingell bill. The White House is reported 
to have given the green light to serious con- 
sideration of this bill. 

The action of the British Parliament, which 
recently adopted a Government bill embodying 
in principle the basic elements of Sir William 
Beveridge’s famous social insurance program, 
may have quickened the drive here for a wider 
area of coverage and amount of benefit. In all 
likelihood, the bill before the expiring Congress 
will be “perfected” as the British Government 
experts did the original Beveridge proposals, so 
that a more workable statute will result. 

There is little doubt, however, that the exist- 
ing coverage has been inadequate and in prin- 
ciple needs to be extended, 
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Requiescat in Phooey 
(1938-1945) 

The Dies committee, it seems, is about to be- 
come a dead committee. Its perennial chairman, 
Representative Dies of Texas—who became to 
Americanism what Mr. Corrigan was to aviation 
—chose not to run for re-election. Three of his 
co-workers lost their seats: Starnes of Alabama, 
Costello of California and Busbey of Illinois. 
Now, it is said, there is no one in Congress in- 
fluential enough to step forward and request a 
continuance of the committee before its legal 
existence expires on Jan. 3. 

It can well be understood. A rare combina- 
tion of qualities is required to produce a Martin 
Dies—of bumptiousness and bigotry and brass. 
Mr. Dies’ philosophy was that the way to foster 
Americanism was to persecute Americans; that 
everyone should be presumed to be a Communist 
until he was proved innocent, and that the best 
of all possible worlds was one in which Martin 
Dies’ photograph appeared in the newspapers 
daily and Sunday. 

Mr. Dies implemented—as the higher-brows 
say—these simple articles of faith with an ap- 
peal to which his confreres in the House always 
rose as a sucker to a gold brick. He indignant- 
ly called to their attention criticisms which 
lesser minds had had the arrogance to level 
against their sterling statesmanship. He prom- 
ised to put an end to these un-American doings, 
given sufficient dough. Mr. Dies was given suf- 
ficient dough—$650,000 of it in all. The 37 vol- 
umes of testimony and reports which his com- 
mittee produced are a monument to the Ameri- 
can Congressman’s sensitiveness to criticism and 
to the sterling statesmanship with which he will 
assuage and protect his wounded vanity. 

The Dies committee, side-show barker in the 
legislative halls, looker under beds, chaser after 
mirages, ignorer of real dangers, is on the way 
out. Good riddance.

A broadened and expanded social secur- 
ity program is a vital necessity. All labor 
organizations and liberal groups are sup- 
porting the Wagner-Murray-Dingell -bill, 
Which liberalizes the benefits under the 
present Social Security Act and broadens 
the law to include health insurance, hos- 
pitalization and disability benefits. 

Every important piece of social legisla- 
tion is subject to destructive criticism and 
misrepresentation from. groups who care 
more for their selfish, vested interests than 
for the public welfare. I am neither sur- 
prised nor dismayed by the kind of oppo- 
sition which has developed to our Dill. 

I heard the same kind of criticism—the 
cries of dictatorship and un-Americanism 
and ruin to business—back 30 years ago 
when I was fighting for workmen’s com- 
pensation legislation in New York State. 
I heard them again when the Social Se- 
curity Act—which now even conservative 
groups accept—was under consideration, 
and again when I was fighting for Federal 
unemployment relief, slum clearance and 
public housing, and the right of labor to 
organize and bargain collectively. 


Those Who Lead Opposition 


The only thing new about the campaign 
against the Wagner-Murray-Dingell bill is 
the amount of money and advertising tal- 
ent that is going into the fight. The front 
organization for the opposition has been 
the National Physicians’ Committee for 
the Extension of Medical Services. Or- 
ganized as a nominally separate commit- 
tee In an attempt to the tux- 
exempt status of the American Medical As- 
sociation, it is in reality a creature of the 
most reactionary medical politicians. 

It is financed largely by contributions 
from the drug and patent medicine in- 
dustry, which fears a loss of profits if 
the American people are able to get ade- 
quate medical care. This committee has 
distributed over 20 million leaflets attack- 
ing the medical care features of our Dill, 
and sends out weekly releases and canned 
editorials to over 12,000 newspapers, 


A word as to who these opponents are. 
There is the Insurance Economics Society 
of America, a lobbying organization cre- 
ated by certain accident and health insur- 
ance companies. Closely associated with 
it are certain real estate interests which 
have organized building owners to dis- 
tribute to their tenants leaflets and hand- 
bills attacking social security. 


They Fought 1936 Bill 


The American Bar Association has re- 
cently adopted a report attacking the med- 
ical care features of our bill, which large- 
ly parrots the National Physicians’ Com- 
mittee, but is filled with errors of its own. 
The report even goes so far as to pull out 
the old arguments about constitutionalify, 
in spite of the discredit which another 
committee of the American Bar Associa- 
tion. brought upon itself in 1935 when it 
charged that the Social Security Act was 
unconstitutional—an opinion not shared by 
the Supreme Court, 

These are the same groups who tried in 
1936 to discredit the Social Security Act 
and President Roosevelt with their charges 
that we should all soon be wearing dog 
tags to get our social security benefits.

That whispering campaign backfired, as 
many of the present attacks on our bill 
for an expanded social security program 
are beginning to backfire, 

The greatest fraud in all these attacks 
is the attempt to persuade-people that they 
are going to be eight billion, 15 billion or 
20 billion dollars poorer because of social 
security. What these critics fail to say is 
that social insurance contributions are 
used to pay social insurante benefits. 


Will Aid Stabilization 


This shifting of income from good to 
bad times will help individual families 
and will help to stabilize our whole eco- 
nomic system, The saving for retirement 
benefits occurs over a longer period. 

When they talk about costs, the critics 
of our bill also find it convenient to for- 
get the alternative costs if we do not have 
social security. Workers today are spend- 
ing on the average about 3 or 4 per cent of 
their incomes—and low-paid workers are 
spending on the average 5 or 6 per cent— 
for far less adequate medical care than 
they would get under our Dill, 

Workers and their families carry a 
heavy, though not so easily measurable, 
financial burden in wage loss due to sick- 
ness and unemployment. The annual wage 
loss in this country from disability alone 
has been estimated at more than one bil- 
lion dollars. Workers and employers are 
each now paying 1 per cent of taxable 
wages for our present limited old-age and 
survivors insurance and employers are pay- 
ine 3 per cent for unemployment compen 
sation unless their rates have been reduced 
by experience rating.

new costs. It is a better, 
respecting and a more efficient way of 
taking care of costs which cannot in any 
case be avoided, In the long run, social 
insurance will mean a saving of money. 

Through the improved health and vigor 
of our population, it can make possible in- 
creased production as well as increased 
happiness. By maintaining a flow of pur- 
chasing power to persons who are tem- 
porarily or permanently unable to earn, 
it will help distribute the goods and serv- 
ices we are so abundantly able to produce, 
and help stabilize our economic system. 

By assuring to every family a basic in- 
come and all needed medical care, by re- 
moving the fear of insecurity, it will con- 
tribute to making us a nation of independ- 
ent men and women, By providing one 
of the pillars of economic freedom, it will 
help to preserve our political freedom, 

The people of the United States have 
shown in many ways that they know these 
things to be true. No matter to what 
misrepresentations the opponents of our 
bill stoop, they will not be able to deceive 
nor to thwart for long the desires of the 
American people for adequate social secur- 
ity.

His observation that a formal peace con- 
ference is the last place to obtain a fair 
and durable peace is no flippant remark;

NAZI DILEMMA 
ON WEST FRONT 


By MAJ. GEORGE

HAT happens next on the 
Western front? In large 
part this depends on the de- 
cision of Field Marshall Gerd von 
Rundstedt, who once again has 
become German commander-in- 


chief in the west. 


The decision he must now make 
(or perhaps has already made) is 
just this: 

Either (1) fight a major battle 
west of the Rhine; or (2) make a 
fighting withdrawal across the 
Rhine and fight his main battle 
behind the river. 

There are disadvantages in both 
these alternatives. 

If he fights west of the Rhine, 
he meets the Allied armies at the 
points where their supply system 
is at its best. He must use his 
reserves to try to hold positions 
of no very great natural strength, 
with a great river at his rear; 
and he must expect, in case of de- 
feat, to find the bridges across 
that river broken down by Allied 
air attacks. He has before him, 
freshly in his memory, the fate 
of the German armies in France 
when they stood and fought with 
the Seine behind them. If he is 
defeated in this position, it is dif- 
ficult to see how he can prevent 
an Allied crossing of the Rhine 
and the turning of the whole Ger- 
man defensive zone along that 
river, Complete disintegration of 
the German defensive power in 
the west must follow, with conse- 
quences of catastrophic magnitude 
for Germany. 

Other Dangers. 

Moreover, to localize our exam- 
ination of the situation and focus 
our attention on the northern part 
of the front only, he must cons 
sider that if he now offers maxi- 
mum resistance to the present at- 
tacks by the First and Ninth 
American Armies and the British 
Second Army north and east of 
Aachen, he will have to commit a 


| considerable part, if not all, of his 
rather meager strategic reserve in 


that area. 

But if he does so, then he must 
expect that the British Second 
which is not wholly en- 
gaged, and the Canadian First 
Army, which is not engaged at 
all and has disposed of any threat 
to its left flank, will strike far- 
ther north. Von Rundstedt must

ern Germany. It is unlikely that

Because of Hitler’s delicate 
health, he is now being kept in a 
sort of mental strait jacket, com- 
pletely in ignorance of the true 
state of affairs in Germany. It 
is true that he has been suffer- 
ing from an infection of the 
larynx which prevents him from 
speaking publicly or broadcasting, 
but it is his mental condition—de- 
teriorating rapidly—that is caus- 
ing his friends the gravest con- 
cern, my informant Says. 

Hitler has fits of uncontrollable 
rage and violent outbursts of hys- 
terics. Indeed, such a bad effect 
does the mere presence of Her- 
mann Goering have .on him that 
the bemedaled dignitary has been 
banished. 

Since Hitler’s doctors have or- 
dered that he be kept in ignorance 
of all unfavorable developments, a 
special staff has been appointed 
by the new council to cook up 
news for the Fuehrer'’s consump- 
ftion. SS. Leader Kaltenbrunner, 
who replaced Adm. Canaris last 
year as head of Germany's intelli- 
gence service, is now watching 
personally cvery report going to 
Hitler. 

A special edition of the leader’s 
own newspaper, the Voelkischer 
Beobachter, is even being printed 
daily, .arrying fanciful reports of 
battles won by invincible German 
armies, demonstrations of loyalty 
and fictitious interviews of Nazi 
leaders with foreign politicians. 

Himmler had a difficult time 
persuading Hitler to giving up 
military planning, according to my 
informant, but he finally agreed 
to transfer the authority to Gud- 
erian, who enjoys his full confi- 
dence. However, Guderian must 
submit all military plans and 
propositions to Kaltenbrunner, 
who examines them together with 
the council.

Dewey’s Slogan “It’s Time for a Change,” 
Might Have Been Successful if Times Had 
Been Normal and Alternative to Roosevelt 
Administration Had Been Satisfactory.

T might be useful for the future to try to explore some of the 
reasons why a substantial majority of our people prefer to have “something wrong in Denmark’ 
16 years of the administration of Franklin D. Roosevelt rather | attitude.” 


than to entrust the administration of the country to Gov. Dewey and 
those Republicans who were thought to be a part of his working 


group. 

Before we can gain perspective 
on this, however, we have to first 
look back to a point in time con- 
siderably before either conven- 
tion and examine the mood of our 
people. 

It was no accident that Gov. 
Dewey repeatedly used the phrase, 
“It's time for a change.” He used 
that phrase because he had cor- 
rectly read a part of the public’s 
mood, 3y and large our people 
do not like to think that this 
great country is capable of pro- 
ducing only one man qualified to 
guide its destinies, even in peril- 
Ous times. 

A great many other people felt, 
however, that the chief weakness 
in the administration was not 
President Roosevelt himself, but 
the fact that a number of his 
Cabinet officers and advisers were 
inadequate to the tasks which 
faced them. 

There was resentment in some 
quarters against what seemed to 
be the placing of political expe- 
ciency above principle in permit- 
ting the big city bosses to dis- 
pense with Vice President Wal- 
lace at the convention. 

There was genuine worry in 
the minds of many that labor 
unions might be gaining a type 
of - political power which would 
make it difficult for any adminis- 
tration either to sharply urge the 
self-correction of abuses in cer- 
tain unions or to reform them 
by outright governmental action. 


In short, our surveys showed 
that a majority of our people felt 
that under normal circumstances 
and given the right alternative, 
it was, as Gov. Dewey so repeat- 
edly stated, “time for a change.” 

Circumstances Not Normal. 


One reason they didn’t change 
{fs because they did not regard 
these as normal circumstances. 
We are in the middle of a war. 


. Things are going well compared 


to a year or more ago. Some- 
thing must have happened in 
Washington besides bickering and 
confusion, argued a_ substantial 
majority, or else we would never 
have had the airplanes and the 
tanks and the landing barges 
needed for so gigantic a military 
operation as the Allied landing in 
France, at the same time opera- 
tions in the Pacific were being 
stepped up. 

The war alone, however, might 
not have been enough to re-elect 
President Roosevelt. It might 
well have been possible for that 
comparatively small group of in- 
dependent voters who swung the 
election to toosevelt to have 
made the hurdle from “in normal 


circumstances it is time for a 
change,” to “it’s time for a change 
even in these circumstances.” 
People might have voted to 
change if they had felt that the 
alternative as they saw it was a 
satisfactory one. 

The mood of the people this 
year was very pjain and could be 
read before either 2 ggg ate 
place. They wanted to entrust 
the administration of this coun- 
try’s foreign affairs to the hands 
of a man and an administration 
about whose desire and intention 
to co-operate fully in a workable 
world organization there wasn’t a 
scintilla of doubt. The speeches 
of certain prominent Republicans, 
the foreign plank they adopted at 
Chicago and their action in re- 
jecting Wendell Willkie, convinced 
enough people that there was at 
least a scintilla of doubt about 
Republican intentions on _ this 
score, 

Another Mood Felt. 


One other mood was plain. No 
one who has studied the answers 
to hundreds of survey questions 
posed during the last few years 
can have any doubt that there is 
more than a small minority who 
feel we have had too much social 
progress under the New Deal. 
There is more than a small minor- 
ity who may be unhappy over the 
manner in which some of this so- 
cial reform has come about or 
over the administration of certain 
parts of it, but the temper of the 
people is such that continued cor- 
poration dividends shall never 
again be regarded as being of 
more importance than continued 
wages for labor. 

The existence of a large group 
of underprivileged people is re- 
garded by most as a menace to the 
national health of any country. It 
is true that Gov. Dewey promised 
to keep all of the New Deal social 
reforms, even to extend them, but 
rightly or wrongly a militant group 
of independent voters was in the 
mood to reject the proposition that 
it was time for a change because 
they were convinced that there 
was at least a little doubt as to the 
attitude of the Republican candi- 


date and his party toward contin-| 


ued social progress, and their abil- 
ity to lead in that direction. 

In the final analysis it seems 
fair to say that a majority of that 
20 per cent of the voters who could 
be swayed either way decided that, 
while it might be time for a 
change, the Republican party had 
not sufficiently demonstrated lead- 
ership on these two important 
propositions to convince them that 
conditions were right for a change 
now.

|radio problems as &scientists now 


working quietly—even § setretly, 
‘under wartime conditions will do 
it for them. Most of radio’s dif- 
ficulties involve room; room for 
‘more stations, room for more en- 
'terprise, for more advertisers and 
for minorities who demand a hear- 
ing. The scientists are providing 
‘room, through broadening the 
/usable part of the electromagnetic 
spectrum. 

Radio occupies only a small part 
of this spectrum, which includes 
visible light and X-rays above the 
radio bands and power transmis- 
‘sion below. Known radio waves 
‘radiate with frequencies of 100,- 
(000 cycles a second up to a tril- 
lion cycles. However, present 
(standard broadcasts occupy the In- 
finitesimal band of from 550,000 to 
1,600,000 cycles. 

Science Plumbing Limits, 


Scientists are plumbing the prac- 
tical limits of frequencies more 
than a thousand times higher than 
the standard band. These higher 
frequencies will be occupied by 
the three major postwar radio 
services — frequency modulation 
'(FM), television and facsimile— 
and the FCC’s present job is to 
decide where to put what. 
| FM is the service likely to ex- 
_pand fastest after the war. FM 
is sound broadcasting with two 
improvements: it is nearly free 
from static and interference; and 
its use of higher frequencies per- 
mits transmission of a wider range 
of tone, Standard radio might, 
like FM, achieve wider tone in the 
higher frequencies, but it cannot 
‘promise such clarity of reception. 
| FM is not new. Fifty-three FM 
‘stations are in operation or under 
construction, and radio men _ be¢ 
‘lieve another 200 may be broad- 
casting within a year after recon- 
version. Myles L. Loucks, who as 
director of FM Broadcasters, Inc., 
is an FM enthusiast, predicts that 
five million FM receivers will be 
sold within a year after they be- 
come available. He estimates mini- 
mum construction costs of a 
1000-watt FM station at $30,500. 
Others prophesy that the first 
postwar decade will produce 3000 
FM stations. 
| While these estimates may be 


too optimistic, it is obvious that 
FM promises to open radio to 
smaller enterprise or even to the 
minority groups. The larger CIO 
unions are considering applica- 
tions for FM licenses. As for ad- 


vertisers, Loucks says, “The agen- 
cies, their accounts currently 
cramped both by dearth of chan- 
nels and the minutes of the day, 
discern in the FM future a better 
choice of outlets.” 

How fast television will develop 
is controversial, because of tech- 
nical difficulties and costs, and the 
FCC's allocation of frequencies 
will have much to do with it. At 
present, nine television stations 
have commercial licenses and six 
are in operation. Of 10,000 tele- 
vision receivers sold before the 


war, half are in the New York 
area, where two stations have 
been televising everything from 


opera to sports events and ship 
launchings. 

The Columbia Broadcasting Sys- 
tem has led a campaign against 
present television standards, sug- 
gesting that television be placed 
in much higher frequencies. CBS 
maintains that wartime research 
has made possible much clearer 
pictures and effective use of color 
pictures. CBS also holds that the 
public should not be asked to buy 
television equipment of present 
type which might soon become 
Obsolete. 


Want Present Standard. 


Opposed to this view are the 
National’ Broadcasting Co. and 
the Television Broadcasters’ Asso- 
ciation, representing television's 
present ‘“‘vested interests,” such 
as they are. These groups insist 
that present television standards 
are entirely suitable for commer- 
cial use, that the industry is 
ready to provide such television 
speedily, and that, in general, 
construction of the house should 
not be delayed for want of a 
doorknocker. 

On one side of the question is 
the argument that the ultra-high 
frequency advocates are talking 
about equipment and _ develop- 
ments not yet known to the in- 
dustry. On the other side is the 
contention that Radio Corpora- 
tion of America, NBC’s parent, 
has a manufacturer’s interest in 
putting television on the market 
in a hurry. ; 

“Broadcasting” comments 
“That’s one of the knottiest of the 
allocation problems before the 
FCC. Most manufacturers, with 
heavy investments, want the low- 
ey channels. Many broadcasters, 
including certain networks, see 
only a manufacturers’ Shangri-La 
in using the prewar standards. It 
depends upon whose economic ox 
is gored,” 

Some ‘broadcasters proposed 
that the dispute about television 
frequencies be settled with a dual 


system, to permit fast progress in

the present lower or “downstairs” 
channels along with exploration 
“upstairs.” Meantime, RCA-NBC 
are going ahead with plans for 
postwar use of television on the 
present basis, while CBS _ has 
ordered what it terms a “‘revolu- 
tionary” type of television trans- 
mitter to be installed atop New 
York’s Chrysler Building, 

The general belief is that FM 
eventually will become the medium 
for broadcasting of television, with 
both developing first in major 
cities, and present standard broad- 
casting left to reach out to rural 
audiences. The higher frequen- 
cies cannot be broadcast’ effec- 
tively beyond the horizon—50 or 
perhaps 100 miles under good con- 
ditions. This will mean concen- 
tration on metropolitan areas. 

Ihen, too, high-frequency pro- 
grams cannot be sent by telephone 
wire. Network service can be 
provided only by expensive cables 
relay transmitters, yet to be 
built. EFM stations can broadcast 
present network programs, but 
these would lack FM’s tonal range. 


or 


To make FM and television net- 
works possible, the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Co. 


plans to build 7000 miles of coaxial 
cable in five or six years after the 
war, Such cable already is being 
laid from St. Louis to Terre 
Haute, Ind. 

While television will not neces- 
sarily have to wait upon network 
facilities, it will have to wait 
upon some heavy financing. For 
instance, the Don Lee Broadcast- 
ing System’s Hollywood telesta- 
tion, KTSL, represents a $250,000 
investment, which Don: Lee is 
careful to point out would be near- 
ly a total loss if the FCC were to 
move television upstairs. A Gen- 
eral Electric Co, official has told 
the FCC that a master television 
station would require a capital in- 
vestment of possibly $500,000. 

Likewise the price of television 
sets is bound to be higher than 
the price of present radio receiv- 
ers, In reply to a questionnaire, 
51 manufacturers have said they 
would sell televisioh sets for $79 
to $1000, and the average prices 
were $175-$250. It will take time 
to achieve mass production to this 
point, 

Consequently, the progress of 
postwar radio will depend largely 
upon maintenance of a high na- 
tional income, At the same time, 
radio expects to contribute to post- 
war prosperity through new man- 
ufactures, new services and new 
employment. Radio intends to 
challenge the auto and other great 
industries. More important, radio 
pioneering will be possible again.

Not a Third Party.

year that the PAC is not a third 
party movement and they repeat 
this now. Hillman used the ALP 
in New York as a convenient ve- 
hicle because New York's liberal 
election laws permit 
voting, that is, a candidate may be 
on several tickets and get all the 
votes cast for him. Few other 
states have such liberal laws, so 
the CIO’s balance of power can 
be most profitably expended in old 
party primaries and elections. In 
the South, of course, the CIO must 
operate in the Democratic prima- 
ries, 

This poses a problem for the 
city bosses, Republican and 
Democratic, who devote most of 
their efforts to primaries, There 
is already evidence that’ the 
bosses and the PAC workers have 
an arms-length attitude toward 
each other. If the labor vote can 
be “delivered” the bosses will, of 
course, be interested; if the 
bosses control the primaries, the 
PAC will be interested in the type 
of men selected. 

The power of the bosses rests 
on patronage. So far, the CIO has 
not been exercised about getting 
minor jobs. At present the main 


concerns are “principles” and who 
gets the policy-making positions. 
A balance-of-power bloc of votes 
‘is always of great strategic and 
‘tactical value. How the CIO tries

and Conservation, and authorizes’ 


the Legislature to create not to 
exceed five more. The Governor 
will have the appointment of the 
heads of these departments, and 
the apportionment of the duties of 
the present departments to them. 
The enactment of this legislation 
alone will be a big job. 

The subject of Taxation was the 
most troublesome one before the 
Constitutional Convention, and 
the complete revision of the taxa- 
tion laws of the st te, which is 
required by the new Constitution, 
probably will be the most trouble- 
some problem before the Legisla- 
ture. Getting away from the an- 
cient Missouri policy of taxing all 
property on exactly the same basis 
and at exactly the same rate, the 
Constitution creates three classes 
of property, each of which may 
be assessed at a different per- 
centage of its value, and each of 
which may be taxed at a different 
It prohibits the taxation of 
intangible personal property on 
the basis of value and requires 
that the tax be placed on the 
yield of such property, the rate 
not to be in excess of 8 per cent. 

Will Enact Law. 

While the Legislature may have 
difficulty in arriving at a tax 
formula covering all types of 
property, it is certain to enact a 
law fixing a rate for intangibles 
as there will be no taxes collected 
on money, notes and bonds unless 
legislative action is taken. 

An opportunity will be presented 
for the Governor to recommend 
and the Legislature to enact a 
comprehensive merit system law 
for the state. This was one sub- 
ject the Constitutional Convention 
muffed, as the advocates of a 
merit system covering all public 
employes failed to muster suffi- 
cient strength to put such a pro- 
vision in the Constitution. In- 
stead there was included only a 
requirement that employes in the 
eleemosynary and penal institu- 
tions be chosen on a merit basis. 

There was a superfluous author- 
ization for the Legislature to en- 
act a general merit system law, 
an authority it had without consti- 
tutional declaration. Efforts of 
Gov. Donnell to obtain such leg- 
islation in 1943 failed, and Gov.- 
elect Donnelly, faced by a horde 
of job-seekers who have been out 
of political sinecures for four 
years, probably will not recom- 
mend it, at least at the beginning 
of his administration. 

In the realm of local govern- 
ment a large amount of legisla- 
tion will be necessary to enable 
counties, cities and towns to take 
advantage of the progressive pro- 
visions of the Constitution. 

Counties and cities must each be 
classified into four classes. Ma- 
chinery must be provided for coun- 
ties in any particular class to 
adopt such alternate forms of gov- 
ernment as the Legislature may 
authorize. 

Other Detalls. 

Other details requiring legisla- 
tion deal with the machinery by 
which counties may consolidate, 
by which contiguous counties may 
join in carrying on common func- 
tions and services; by which mu- 
nicipalities and other subdivisions 
may contract with other cities and 
subdivisions and with other states 
and with cities in other states for 
the development of airfields and 
any other public improvements or 
servicés; by which counties of more 
than 85,000 may frame their own 
charters; by which cities and 
towns in other counties may con- 
solidate their governments in 
whole or in part with the county 
government or the government of 
other cities In the county. 

The way is opened in the new 
Constitution for the Legislature to 
provide for the use of voting ma- 
chines in elections, and for regis- 
tration of voters, either through- 
out the State, or in_ specified 
places. Registration is now limit- 
ed to counties of more than 100,000 
population and cities of more than 
10,000. 

It will now be possible to enact 
legislation for contesting bond is- 
sue elections, and it will be neces- 
sary for the Legislature to set up 
a court procedure for contests. 

The constitutional creation of a 
new Revenue Department, under 
which all State revenues, taxes and 
fees, except the property tax, will 
be collected by one department un- 
der direction of the Governor, will 
require legislation taking those du- 
ties away from the many officials 
who now perform them, and pro- 
viding for sub-departments, 

There will also be a requirement 
for legislation establishing a State 
commission to be appointed by the 
Governor to equalize assessments 
between counties and to hear ap- 
peals from local boards in indi- 
vidual cases. 

These are but a few of many 
subjects which the new Constitu- 
tion will force on the Legislature. 

Under the cumbersome legisla- 
tive process their solution will be 
difficult without aggressive lead- 
ership, and that can come only 
from the Governor. There never 
has been a harder working Sena- 
tor than Governor-elect Donnelly, 
nor a Senator who had a greater 
measure of success in obtaining 
adoption of the legislation in 
which he was interested, through 
fighting tactics when the situa- 
tion seemed to dictate their need, 
through diplomacy when _ that 
seemed the better tactic. 

Donnelly’s record of accom- 
plishment as a Senator gives prom- 
ise of a record of accomplishment 
as Governor, 


Dispatch today the Political Action 
Committee, of which he is chair- 
man, “has not worked and has no 
intention of working as a labor 
pressure group.” 

The reason the PAC has been 
successful, Hillman said, manifest- 
ing marked pleasure as he recalled 
its role in the election, “is that we 
have not isolated ourselves from 
the community.” 
Representing as it does, the 
greatest mass of Americans—the 
laboring groups—the PAC has a 
mass appeal embracing all groups 
interested in good government, he 
said, and its principal job is to 
educate the citizens to its civic 
responsibility. 

Hillman smiled frequently dur- 
ing the interview which began 
with the admission that election 
results had “exceeded all our ex- 
pectations.” He spoke firmly and 
with conviction regarding the fu- 
ture of the PAC, especially since 
its continuance had been assured 
by the CIO Executive Board yes- 
terday. 

He repeated that the plugging 
task of PAC workers was to bring 
out the vote by checking and con- 
tinually rechecking CIO members, 
their families and friends to make 
sure that they registered. And be- 
tween registration and election, he 
said, they redoubled their efforts 
to induce the citizenry to use its 
franchise. In some instances, Hill- 
man observed, PAC supported Re- 
publican candidates, but its main 
emphasis was behind candidates 
friendly to the New Deal and its 
objectives. : 

In 1943, Hillman said, he and 
other PAC officers found the out- 
look discouraging because of the 
strong reactionary trend in the 
1942 congressional elections. Then, 
there was the belief, he pointed 
out, that labor because of full em- 
ployment with heavy overtime and 
vital concern with war problems 


would not go to the polls en masse. 

But once PAC awakened the 
interest of labor, of the common 
man, in the elections, “we became 
confident the result on the na- 
tional and congressional levels 
would be satisfactory,” Hillman 
said, and the ready response lead- 
ers found to the PAC appeal was 
a gratification and surprise. 

Hillman said he felt convinced 
PAC’s opponents would not be 
able to develop effective technics 
“to stop us” because PAC does not 
represent a selfish group. He at- 
tributed the use of “smear” meth- 
ods to their “inability to meet us 
in debate.” 


Regarding the future, he said 
CIO members and other progres- 
sives should take an active in- 
terest in politics and even run for 
public office. They should work in 
the organization and concern 
themselves with state and local 
as well as national politics, he 
said, adding that he did not know 
of any greater service an indi- 
vidual can render to the communi- 
ty or the country than by giving 
unselfish service to good govern- 
ment, 

“A great opportunity presents 
itself,” Hillman declared, “especial- 
ly to the youth of the nation. [I 
am looking hopefully to the time 
when some of the men and wom- 
en in the armed services return 
to make a career in Government 
service.” 

A resolution was drawn up by 
the Resolutions Committee incor- 
porating the CIO executive board 
approval of continuation of PAC. 
It will be presented to the annual 
CIO convention, which begins here 
Monday. 

Representatives of white collar 
unions today considered proposi- 
tions for presentation to the con- 
vention on the need for campaign- 
ing for increased salaries for 
white collar workers and on a 
program for an expanded organi- 
zational drive. The executive 
board of the Congress of Wom- 
en’s Auxiliaries of the CIO held 
its pre-convention conference and 
devised a program for increased 
auxiliary participation 
and CIO legislative work.

Browns’ story is too long to tell 
in detail here. It is filled with 
such little incidents as the time 
when he led some litter-bearers out 
to get some wounded men only to 
find that the enemy was dropping 
artillery on a road crossing they 
had to negotiate. It was pitch 
dark, but Brown surveyed the sit- 
uation in a wide arc through some 
fields. 

“We didn’t know whether those 
fields was mined or not,” he said, 
“hut it was better than going over 
those crossroads. They laid eight 
shells right in the middle of the 
road as we went around.” 

Stumbling back through the 
dark, Brown and his men got the 
wounded back to an aid station 
where, as Brown says, “you get 
your reward. It’s wonderful in a 
sort of unbelieving way, but the 
firat thing you do is give them 
guys plasma and in the next five 
minutes they’re talking to you. 

“Outside of plasma and cover-

tion.”

Brown's superior officer. Brown 
stood by respectfully until he 
could contain himself no longer. 


“[ beg your pardon, sir,” Brown 
is reported to have sald, “but does 
this officer know exactly where 
these men are?” 

The reporting officer said that 
he did and Brown listened to the 
details of the location, then 
turned to his men and_ £ =~4said, 
“Hell's fire, let’s go and get them 
guys.” 

They got the guys all right with 
Only two aid men, instead of the 
regular four, carrying the litters. 

“They all lived,” Brown = said 
quietly, with no thought that his 
own heroism was responsible for 
their living. Most of Brown's 
story I got from other men 
around his battalion station. 
There is much more of it than I 
have told here, little stories such 
as the one where he knelt to take 
care of two infantrymen lying in 
a narrow little street while the 
enemy shells were raining down 
upon them. Brown was the only 
aid man to risk the shell fire. He 
fixed one soldier up with a tourni- 
quet and the other with three big 
bandages and then calmly carried 
each of them 50 yards to cover 
behind a atone wall. 

Rut to Brown all these things 
are just part of hia job. I asked 
him why the Army didn't give 
him a softer job and maybe move 
him right back to the regimental 
collecting point for casualties 
where things are safer.

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They Looked Alike, Thought Alike 
and All Went Off to’ War--But 
One of the Fair-Haired Owen Boys 


Will Never Return to Missouri Farm.

COLUMBIA, Mo., Nov. 18. 


N THE honor roll at Hallsville, 
0 Boone County hamlet, are the 

names of the Owen boys, 
Stanley, Ralph, Leroy, Joseph and 
Claude. In the window of the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Grover S&S. 
Owen, here in Columbia, there are 
five stars, but one of them is 
gold. They had tive sons in the 
armed services, but one of them 
died and now there are four. They 
grieve for the one who died and 
are anxious for the four who are 
still in the fight, but they do not 
complain. Their comfort is to sit 
beside the photographs of the five 
and read the letters that have 
come from the front. 

All around Hallsville, where 
they grew up on their father’s 
farm, they were known as the 
Owen boys rather than by their 
individual names. They were’ so 
much alike, fair-haired and blue- 
eyed, so much alike in their love 
of a joke and their ready laugh- 
ter, that when thev went to town, 
folks who knew them well often 
called one by the name of an- 
other. 

The boys didn’t mind that, Back 
home they laughed about it. It 
was a saying there on the farm 
that they might as well not have 
any given names, for all that it 
seemed to matter They were just 
the Owen boys and content for it 
to be so. 

They were not born to the soil, 
the Owen boys, though their par- 
ents were. Grover Owen in his 
young manhood had left off farm- 
ing and had moved to Columbia, 
where for 10 years he was in busi- 
ness. Here the boys were born. 
In 1928 he heard the call of the 
land and traded his town prop- 
erty for a farm near where he 
was born, out near Hallsville. It 
would be better for the boys, he 
argued, to grow up in the country. 

Five sturdy boys were the 
proof of Grover Owen’s argument. 
Nine-point health buttons were 
the proof of their sturdiness. On 
a proud and happy day 12 years 
ago, in new white shirts and over- 
alls, they stood in line with shin- 
ing faces at Baker district school 
and received the white buttons of 
the 4-H Club, their badges of hon- 
or, and were photographed, stand- 
ing there, by Mrs. Paul F. Riggs, 
their teacher. 

The five went through high 
schoo] and then to some extent 
went their several ways, for they 
had their separate ambitions. Four 
of them, at different times, went 
away to earn more than they 
could on the farm. Ralph, next to 
the oldest, fulfilled his father’s 
hopes. He took to farming. His 
father, to encourage him and re- 
ward him, took him into partner- 
ship in stock-raising. Even for 
the others, though they went 
away, the farm was home and 
week-ends found them there, hap- 
py to be there, not above boyish 
pranks though they were young 
men now. 

Sometimes, more soberly, as the 
war clouds gathered, they talked 
of what they would do if there 
came a.cal] for fighting men. The 


answer was in their blood, for 
they were Scotch-Irish and not 
afraid to fight. They were boys 
who disagreed less than many 
brothers do and they were In com- 
plete agreement as to what they 
would do if war came. There 
would be no slackers among the 
Owen boys. Their father was 
proud of them. Their mother, too, 
was proud, though she felt the 
chill of dread. 


Then came Pear] Harbor. It was 
a clear call to the Owen boys. 
They answered it, each in his own 
way. Stanley, just coming of age, 
was the oldest and felt that it 
was up to him to take the lead. 
He had been working in a defense 
Plant, but that was not enough. 
He volunteered for the navy and 
is now a radio mechanic 3-c, sta- 
tioned with the fleet air wing at 
San Francisco. 


Then it as Ralph's turn. He 
didn’t have to go. With his farm- 
ing and stockraising he was eligi- 
ble for exemption, but he wouldn't 
accept it. On Nov. 11, 1942, he 
was inducted into the infantry. 
He became a corporal, then a 
sergeant and had been with the 
Fifth Army overseas since March. 

Leroy, the third eldest and the 
only one of the boys who was 
married, left his wife and. small 
son with her parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. E. E. Pemberton, at Halls- 
Ville, and “was inducted {in March, 
1943. Shortly afterward, he went 
to Italy with the Fifth Army as 
a tank driver. 


That same month Joseph, then 
18 years old, entered the Navy and 
was assigned to guard duty in the 
merchant marine in the South Pa- 
cific.

HAT left only Claude. On July 

7, 1944, as soon as he was 18, 

he entered the air corps and is 
now stationed at Camp Buckley 
Field, Colo., where he is receiving 
training as tail gunner on-:a 
bomber. 


So there were at last five Owen 
boys on the honor roll at Halls- 
ville and five stars in the window 
at the Owen farm. 


Life on the farm was not what 
it used to be when the boys were 
there to help with the chores and 
play their pranks, Farmer Owen, 
unable to get help, couldn’t carry 
on alone. Besides it was too lone- 
some for him and his wife. They 
couldn’t stand it. They couldn’t 
face the winter with the fear that 
would crowd upon them in the 
long and lonely .nights. They 
talked it over and decided to leave 
the farm. In the autumn they 
sold their stock and in October, 
leaving everything in the house 
as it was when the boys went 
away, they locked the doors and 
came to live in a furnished apart- 
ment here. 


The Owen boys, unlike many 
in the services, were not neglect- 
ful of their parents in the matter 
of letter writing. Once or twice 
a week the letters came from the 
boys. They were sorry to hear 
that the folks had left the farm, 
for they thought of it as the home

to which they would return at the 
end of the war. 


It came to them as something 
like a shock when their mother 
wrote to them that she was going 
to take a job at a Columbia gar- 
ment factory. They hated the 
idea of her working outside the 
home. But her husband had gone 
to work in a store and she could 
not bear to think of staying at 
home the long lonely days. In 
that respect it was better on the 
farm. There her husband would 
have been in and out of the house 
throughout the day. She hated to 
go against their wishes, but she 
just couldn’t stay at home. So 
each morning she and her hus- 
band went to work and each night 
at home they read the letters that 
had come while they were away. 

It was some comfort to them 
that Ralph and Leroy, in greater 
danger than the others, were at 
least in the same army and in the 
same country, Italy. Maybe some 
day they would get to see each 
other. The boys wrote that they 
were trying to get in touch with 
each other. On Sept. 5 a letter 
came from Ralph and at about the 
same time one from Leroy. They 
had had a day together and they 
wrote happily about it. That was 
the last letter that came from 


Ralph. 
R Arvella Porter, a neighbor girl 

out in the Hallsville communi- 
ty. In September she received in an 
overseas envelope the last letter 
that she had sent to Ralph and a 
clipping from a Columbia news- 
paper. 
the notation on the envelope 
showed that it had been sent by 
Forrest Zaring, mail clerk of 
Ralph’s company. She didn't un- 
derstand it. She called up Ralph’s 
father and asked him to come 
out. He understood. 

“It means that Ralph is dead,” 
he said. 

A telegram from the adjutant- 
general's office soon came, an- 
nouncing that Ralph had been 
killed in action. It was a fateful 
sealing of the vow that he had 
made before he went away. 

“The war can’t be won on this 
side,” he had said. ‘“We will have 
to cross over. I will never be 
taken prisoner.” 

Arvella Porter wrote to Forrest 
Zaring and a letter came: 

“T know lots about Sgt. Owen 
that the Army doesn’t allow me 
to write. He was an excellent 
soldier and doing very fine work 
for his country. ... He was very 
well liked by all his soldier 
MOTOR. ok es The letter I sent you 
was found on Ralph’s body. . 
Ralph never suffered or anything, 
and went very sudden. . He 
was killed on the battlefield in 
the line of duty for his country. 
That’s all I can say. ...I hope

this will help you some. .. . Some 
day (I hope) I can tell you the 
whole story.” 

He, too, was a Missourian, Zar- 
ing wrote, coming from Walker, 
near Nevada, and he and Ralph 
had been good friends ever since 
they first met at Camp White, 
Oregon. 

A letter came from Leroy. There 
was not much that he was per- 
mitted to tell, only that he had 
found Ralph's grave and had 
placed flowers on it. There was 
comfort for the parents in that. 

There was comfort, too, in the 
poem that was found in Ralph’s 
pocket, along with the letter from 
Arvella Porter. It was written 
with a pencil on a piece of note 
paper and was titled “Unafraid.” 
Christ’s resurrection made for me 
A grave for all my fears 
And painted in a magic flame 
The heartbreaks of the years. 


His love unchangeable and deep 

Has fastened golden wings 

Upon the trials of the past 

And made them lovely things. 

God’s promises have all been 
filled, 

Our debts have been paid; 

The risen Christ made me a 
king, 

And I am unafraid. 

Whether the poem was written 

by Ralph or was copied by him his 

parents do not know, but they 


know that he was unafraid. The 
poem, framed and kept always in 
view, is their assurance of that.

There are letters that came from 
the other boys when they heard of 
Ralph’s death, such moving letters 
that, though time has brought its 
easement of pain, there are tears 
in their father’s eyes when he 
reads them aloud to a stranger 
who comes inquiring about his 
boys. 

Claude, the youngest, found it 
unendurable to stay away from his 
parents in the day of their grief 
and obtgined leave and came home 
from Colorado to share it with 
them. 

At the end of the day the cur- 
tains are drawn and the father 
listens as the mother reads aloud 
the letters that have come from 
the fighting Owen boys who were 
five but now are four. They grieve 
for the one they have lost, not 
coveting the cost, and pray for the 
day when the four will come 
marching home.

ANY restaurants and hotels, 
large and small, make a spe- 
cialty of pea soup in the fall 


establishments that serve it 365 
days a year. This means that pea 
soup is a great American favorite, 
especially when it is well made. 
Standards for the soup vary Over 
the country, influenced by the 
background and nationality of the 
consumers, In some sections any 
soup not containing ham or other 
meat stock is frowned upon; oth- 
ers like it cooked with other vege- 
tables and a seasoning of some 
fat, such as ham, bacon, chicken, 
margarine or butter. Some like a 
very thick puree, and others a 
thinner one. To make a good basic 
soup, do not soak peas but rather 
drop them into boiling water. Boil, 
if you want a very smooth soup, 
simmer for a slightly granular tex- 
ture. Cook them at least one and 
one-half hours, serve very hot, gar- 
nished in some deserving way. 
PEA SOUP. 

Two quarts water, one pound 
split- peas, one medium-sized on- 
ion, sliced; two tablespoons mar-

lrot, one branch celery, one sprig 
parsley, four teaspoons salt, one- 
sixteenth teaspoon pepper. 

Have water boiling in kettle. 
Add the washed peas, Meanwhile, 
saute the margarine until lightly 
browned. Add it and the remain- 
ing ingredients to the peas. Cover 
pan and bring to a gentle boil. 
Continue boiling for one and one- 
half hours. Stir occasionally to 
prevent sticking to the bottom. 
Puree. Reheat and serve piping 
hot with a garnish of pureed egg 
yolk and a dash of paprika. Makes 
eight cups. 

Note: Grated cheese, _ sliced 
wieners, chopped parsley or grated 
carrot are other suggestions for 
garnishing. 

With the pea soup serve carrot, 
and raisin salad on whole wheat 
bread, applesauce and cookies for 
luncheon, 

Dinner: Italian spaghetti made 
from left-over beef roast. French 
bread, mixed green salad with 
garlic dressing, lemon fluff.

Thoroughly combine three- 
fourths cup sugar, two tablespoons 
constarch and one-fourth teaspoon 
salt and slowly add one cup cold

TATE SENATOR PHIL M. DONNELLY of 
Lebanon, Democratic Governor-elect of 
Missouri, who will be inaugurated Jan- 

uary 8, is a lawyer, politician and legislator 
with wide experience in public affairs, in- 
cluding 22 years in the legislature. He will 
be the forty-first man to assume the office. 

Donnelly, 53,’ tall, silver haired and of 
striking appearance, is qn outstanding 
member of the Senate and one of the best 
informed men, in or out of the legislcture, 
on the complex structure, operation and 
needs of the State government. 

While of the fighter type, he is not a 
crusader. His administration likely will be 
methodical and business-like, but not 
spectacular. 

Donnelly has a record of much construc- 
tive legislation. On the other hand, there 
has been criticism that he held a corpora- 
tion lawyer viewpoint because he is Leban- 


on attorney for the Frisco Railroad. He 
has been charged with having an alliance 
with the Pendergast machine of Kansas 
City, but disavowed this in the campaign. 
Despite this and other criticism his record 
has been one of independence, with ability 
to say “no.” Even opponents concede Don- 
nelly “cannot be pushed around.” ‘There 
will be no deputy governors,” Donnelly 
asserts. 

A partisan Democrat, he nevertheless ad- 
vocates a merit employment system for 
State penal and eleemosynary institutions. 
Among his other policies are government- 
al economy, departmental consolidations,

Camera Records Invisible Air Disturbances By New High-Speed Technique 


S. Lawrence Bellinger, left, 
and Norman F. Barnes 
demonstrate the technique 
which they developed to 
photogrqph invisible flows 
of gases, heat and sound. 
The apparatus includes two 
telescope-type mirrors (left 
and right) between which 
the photographic subjects 
are introduced, and a knife- 
edge assembly (held by 
Barnes) which cuts off from 
the camera all light not af- 
fected by heat and pressure. 


NEW technique by 
which invisible air 
movements, such as 
those made by sound and 
heat, can be photographed 
has been developed by two 
young General Electric en- 
gineers, Norman F. Barnes 
and S. Lawrence Bellinger. 
Using electronic exposures 
as fast as one-millionth of a 
second, they photograph 
even waves rising from a 
person's hand.
